That as ſhe is inall maner ofyertues and dig- 
nitics, farre exceeding all other creatures; fo was 
ſhe before all worlds appointed and choſen toſs 
greate highnes; in ſo much, that AB ETERNO, Al- 
mighty God conſidering and beholding fo ſinou- 
ler a worke of his hand, next vnto himſclfe and the 
humanities of our Sauiour, had a ſpeciall delight 
and rep. ze in her. 

When the time came that ſo excelent a crea- 
ture ſhould be brought into the world, ſhee was 
forctolde by Angelicall renelation ynto both her 
barren parents, cucn as before euen from the be- 

nning of the worlde, ſhee had in fundry waics 
pon both prefigured and promiſed. 

Her body, although it were conceiued accor- 
ding tothe natural! order ofmans generation, yet

ther wanted ſhe any grace or gift of the holy ghoſt 
as of prophelie, working miracles, and ſuch like, 
although whileſt ſhe lined in this worlde, it was 
eonuenient for the confirmation of the doQtrine of 
Chriſt, that he only, & his Apoſtles ſhould worke 
wuracles, Butſhe hath abouc all other Saintes ſince 


be 
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her aſſumption into hcauen: receiued that powet 

of her ſonne, and daily in all Counnreis practiſed 

the ſame. 
A. As diuerſc holy Fathers doe teſtifie, that Saint 
Arab.& Fe. 7 x oN Baptiſt when he was ſanQified in his mo«. 
dain Luc. thers Kana, had the vie of kis free-will: volune 
Vide Aug, tarily concurring to the acceptation of that grace 
Ep. 57 which he then receined ; which is not cbſcurely 
ſignified vnto vs in the Goſpell it ſelfe: where we 
read thatthe Infant exulted in ioy, which argucth 
knowlecoe of the cauſe of fo great ioy: ſo is it alo 
moſt worthely to be thovght of this Virgin: for 
that gcnerallrule of all Dunes and holy Fathers, 
that what-ſoeuer priuiledge hath bene graunted 
vnto any pure creature, is to bein a higher degree 
attributed vnto her. And it were very agreable vn- 
to her other priuiledges, to thinke the ſame vie of 
reaſon to hane till continued in her: eſpecially 
wher-as the who'le Church attributeth ſuch dif- 
eretion yno her, as well the ſpace of her infancie 
being with her Parents: as alſo when being three 
ycere olde ſhe went of her owne accord to preſent 
her ſelfe with oreat devotion to the feruice of God, 
in the Temple: And the gifes of God, (as S. PavL 
teacheth vs) being alwaies with-out repentance: 
It was nct cconuenient that ſhee aboue all other 
ſhcoulde ener looſe that which ſhee once rcceis 
ved. 

Her holy natinitie and preſentation were vnts 
the holy perſons which were by the inſpiration of 
God made privic vnto her oreatnes, and to the 
hope ofthe redemption of Tiracil new at hand; A 
cauſe of fuch Ioy as never before had bene in the 


world: 
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world: all being full of Gods miracles & heauenly 
comfortes. 

The holines of herlife euen from the begin- 
ning vnto the end therof was ſuch that it was void : 
fromall ſiane, not only mortall but alfo veniall. Aug Libs 
Yea ſhe was wholly deliuered from that inclinatis de nat. & 
vnto cuill, and difficulty in that which is good g7At-C.36 
which we all recciued from A D a M; not, only in 
her concciuing of CHR15sT, but alſo from her 
firſt immaculateconception; when being free frs 
Originall ſinne, ſhe was alſo exempted from the 
ſequell therof, which the Diuines call FoMts pzc- 
CaT1: ſo that inall her life the inferior powers of 
her ſoule, could neucr be moued with-out the di- 
xeCtion of reaſon. 

As herlife was more holy then euer ofany o- 
ther creature: ſo did ſhe abound with more hea- 
nenly vittrations, thEeuer was graunted vntoany : 
Þcing continually garded and waited vpon with 
Angells: yea, if vnto S. PavLtand Mo1sEs Exod.3y 
was ſhewedin this life the very eſſence and glory 2.cor.1g 
of God, as the Dijuines afterS. Av6VvSTINE 
and other holy Fathers doe mcre probably iudge: 
the muſt weall for the rule aforeſaid not doubr, 
bur vnto this Virgin the ſame priuiledee at ſome 
time or other was granted :\v fo great Sits of God 
ſhee alwaies concealed with vnſpeakeable humili- 
ty, preferring herſelfe to no creature, but alwaies 
ready to become the {eruant of all. 16 

She was the firſt which Vowed vnto God her 
Virginitie and that with-out avy infirutions of 
any as well as with-out example. 
Shchad by the ſpeciall worke of God wing $1 
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with her ynſpeakeable Virginitic the fecundity of 


« mother; and what-ſocucris perfite in mariage; 
ynto which ſhe yelded her ſelte not purpoſing to 
diminiſh her ſacred puritie, but by moſt certaine 
reuelation aſſuring her ſelfe ofthe perpetucty ther. 
of: that ſo the ſoane of God might be bornein 
wedlocke, ſhe preſerned from infamy, & fo great 
a myſterie of the incarnatis of our Sauiour Chriſt, 
concealed from the Diuell, and ther ſhould not 
want ynto her ſelfe and her ſonne in this miſerable 
life the neceſſary comforte of a foſterer Saint Io- 
SEP H herSpouſe: whome preſently after the ma- 
riage ſhe cauſed to yow alfo Virginity, making 
them-ſclues a parfite pattern of ſo many Couples 
as by their example hauc in the Church of Chriſt 
yndertaken the ng | 
She by her holines and ſinguler perfeQtion, de- 
ſcrued that the ſonne of God ſhould be incarnate 
and take fleſh in her immaculate wombe, for this 
word of deſeruing or meriting.doth S. A v 6 v s- 
T1 NE vſe when heyeeldeth the reaſons why ſhe 


was cuery way freefrom ſinne: Qv1a_cONCIPERF 


AC PARERE MERVIT EvM QUVEM CONSTAT NVL 
LVM HABVISSE PECCATYM: becauſe ſhe DESER- 
VED to conceine and bring forth him, whomeir 
35 manifeſt to haue had no ſinne: yet this meritte 
doewenot ſo vnderſtand, as though the worke 
ofthe incarnation it ſelfe conld be Deſerued: but 
that ſuppoſing, that God of his mereliberality and 
g00dnes determined the ſame, ſhe might Deſerue 
of God with an imperfite kind of meritte, (which 


the Diuinescall; DEcoNGRYO) that what he was 


gctcrmined to doe, he ſhold doe, both the mo 
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and take her as an infirument of his vocdnes, and 

ratiouſnes in the ſame. And yet ſuch was het 
baſ conceit of her ſelfe, that ſo farre ſhe was from 
the cxpeQation or imaginaticn of ſo preata bene- 
ftte, that ſhee deſired to be the hardrraide and 
ſlave of what-ſcever woman were to be the Mo- 
ther of the Meſſias of the world, whom ſhe knew 
by the profoundeſt intelligence of the holy ſcrip- 


tures which euer any creature had, of which f]:ee FG: 


was a continuall tudent, to be borne of a wo- 
wan a Virgin. Fcr as ſhee had learned moſt high- 
ly to conceive of God, and his appointed Mother: 
fo had ſhee alſo vſed her {elfeW ſincerity to hvm- 
ble her {elſe in the ſight of God, that hee might 
exalte her, and therfore dare] boldly ſay, that if 
this moſt abſolute Virgin, had not beneſo wor- 
thely diſpoſed ,as in deed ſhe was, for fo great a Sa- 
erament: Almighty Gcd would not haveſent his 
ſonne. For as he had ordained hefore all the world 
the moſt holy incarnation of his only ſcnre: ſo 
had he alſo ordained togither with the priuiieapes 
of the humane nature of his ſonne: the dienitie 
of her from whome he was to take the ſame. Yet 
dce 1 not fay that Geds prouidence coulde be de- 
ccined kerein: but that he woulde with the ſame 
foreſight pronide both the end ard the meanes of 
ſo oreat an end. Ard as our Sanicur himſelfe 
what-ſocuer he 6id for our foluation, although 
he did it with order and commaurdment from 
his Father, yet he did it voluntarily and freely: 
Even ſo ſhee which was thovght Ktte of God him 
ſelfe, for fo create a worke, although Almightie

God himſelfe was the chieſe auihor of ker wor-

ynto our redemption: by making herſclfe with 
Gods eſpeciall orace a fitte mother for our Redee- 
mer, Wherby we learne what deuotion,reuerence, 
and gratcfulnes we ſhould cary to ſo great a Bene- 
factrice. 

Theplenitude of time which God in his eters 
nall wiſdome had ordained being now come: the 
Angell GABRIEL cometh to bring her theſe 
zoifull tidinges, and with great reuerence, as not 
preſuming to call her by her proper name, faieth 
vnto her HAILE FVLL OF GRACE: when 
ſhe nothing frighted with the ſight ofa young

manifor ſuch figure the Angell bore)as one much 


accultomed to the conuerfation of Angels: was 

only amazed with ſuch honorable ſpeaches: yet 

beeing certified by the Angell of what God had 

determined of her, and of the ſafty and _ of 

her Vowed Virginity, ſhe freely gaue her conſent, 

But what conſent? ſuch a conſent, as brought the 

Ho.4. ſuper g,nne of God into the world. For as Saint BE R- 
Miſtus eſt. ax faith, ſhe ſpake a word, which was, B Ee 
HOLD THE HANDMAID OF OVYR LORD, 

BE It VNTYOME ACCORDING VNTO 

THY WORD, andpreſently ſhe receiued in her 

moſt chaſt wombethe eternal word of god;equall 

ynto the Father; & the Holy-Gnolt; When as {he 

had alwaies bene the Tempie of the Holy-Ghoſt, 

ſo now ſhe was firſt made the Work-houſe of the 

ſameeternall Spirite, framing within her an eter- 

Pro.g nall houſe for the wiſdome of God, which was 
Chriſt our Lorde: and ſecondly the Mother-and 

Temple of the fonne of God , who corporally 

drvcled 
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&xelled within her for the ſpace ofnine monthes, 


A moſt happy conſent: and moſt glonouſe ſonne, 
wherin Almighty God himſ{clfe made his Taber- 


nacle, for the redemption of the wholle worlde. Plal.1$ 


And O baſe and yneratefull hart, who wilt not 
acknowledge and reuerence ſo grear a benefitte. 


Preſently after the conceining of CHRKST, 
as though neither ſhe her ſelfenor C x R1s Tour 
Sauiour, newly come into the world, could be 
Tale, & not attend vnto the worke of our redemp- 
tion: ſhewentto her Coſen ELIZABETH: al- 
though in ſhew to viſitte her beeing greate with 
Child: yet alſo to fanQifie her burden which ſhe 
had within her, For he which now dwelled within 
M a  y, by her ſacred voice, as by an inſtrument, 
ſanQified him which was to be the Precurſor of 
the true Meſſias: and endewed him with thoſe 
vertuouſe habites, which brought forth afterwards 
ſuch holy ations, as the ſcripture yeldeth teſtimo- 
ny of. | 

Without all ſorowe, paine indecencie, preiu- 
diceto her Virginall integritie, ſhe alone, as only 
worthy to be prinic to ſuch a myſtery (when all 
thinges were at quiet ſilence, and thenightin her 
courſe was at the middeſt of her iorney) recemed 
in her Angeclicall handes from the Kingly ſcate of 
herſacred wombe, the omnipotent word c: God, 
and laying him in a manger, nouriſhed him with 
her moſte pure breaſtes; and was preſent at the 
homage and fealty which by the holy Angels with 
hcauenly melody was yeelded vnto him. 

She was the principallimpoſer ofthat moſte 
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comfortable name of 1Es ys, confirmed with 
the ſirſt effuſion of that ſacred blood, which was 
to take away the {innes of the world. 

She had not only an intrincicall familiaritie 
with the ſonne of God, and wasa principall icho- 
lar of his: but he vouchſafed alfo to be ſubie&t vn- 
to her, ſhe hauing a motherly right and authori- 
tic oner him, and he with his labour & toile gai- 
ning great parte of her linelchode, for the ſpace of 
39. yceres, eſpecial:y after $.1 0 SEP HS death, 


All the Apoſtles and diſciples hauing. abando- 
ned her holy © ſhe forſooke him not, but ac- 
companing-him vato the crofle, and contempla- 
ting him theron,; ſuffered in her affited mind, 
(yet without any excefſe or diſorder of paſſion) 
what-ſoeuer he ſuffered in his Diuine Body: was 
commended moſt carefully by him to his-moſt 
tenderly beloued diſciple: receiued his naked Bo- 
dy with motherly familiaritic in her ſacred lappe: 
and with moſt certaive expeRaris of his reſurreQi+ 
on, after ſhe had buried him returning home, all 
the Diſciples although not hauing loſt the faith 
of that point wv they had notas yet perfeRly recet- 
ued yet not ſufficiently per/waded ot the ſame re- 
ſurreQtion. 

She was the firſt ynto whom he appeared af- 
ter his glorioute reſurretion. For although of 
ſuch apparition, there be no mention in the Gof- 
pell: yer of this affeQion to his louing Mother we 
need not doubt, but thatas the Church ſingetrh: 
PRIMA MERETVR GAVDIA, QVE PLYVS 
ARDEBAT CETERIS:; ſhe deſamed the firſt 
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Toy, which did loue more then there; And the 
delay betweene his refurreQion 33d the eapparition 
vitro MaRYy MAGDALEN; 33 an argument 
that firſt he appeared vnto his Mother. "And ne 
had fo determined, that for the faluation of man- 
kind, two ſuch notale perſon ages ting neceiia- 
nly tovither as was lumſclfe and his olorioute Mo- 
ther, his only greatnes ſhold be ſhevved firit: w be 
ing fully comended ynto men, he wold afterward 

make knowen the excclencies of his Mother, cuen 
vato the worldsend. With whom, before he had 
{hewed any only priuate fauours, an therfore in 
the Goſpel] there is not mention made of her ma- 
ny priuiledges, but only of ſuch thinges as belong 
- tothe neceſſary confirmation of the faith. 


After the Aſcention of our Sauiour, ſhe was 
the miſtres of the Apoſtles, w hong ha went to 
preachin the world, and to the Evangylifts going 
about to write the Golpc!l.. For ſheh nad dihvent- 
ly laid vp in her hart, ſuch thinges as her ſonne, 
for our ſaluation had done, and ſuch as none but 
her (elfe could be witnefle of. 

At the coming of the holy-ghoſt, ſhe reccined 
alone, as much orace | asall the other Avoiilesand 
Diſciples: fuch being the loue of her deire ſonne 
vato her, and ſo grear her capacitie, according v11- 
to which Almighty God not permit; ing his veſ- 
ſells ro remaine empty, doth alivaies infund hs 
ho!y giftes and craces. 

Hauing for the ſpace of 15. yeeres after her 
ſonnes Aſention, Bk bene a orcat. comfort t > 
the nullitant Church: and haumn g aiſo rcecuued as 
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much Toy of the conuerſion of ſoules, and the 
name af her ſox.” 2 ſpread about the world, and 
continually vi”-2d with ſinguler deuotion , the 
places where ſheremembred, the fruitfu!l ſteppes 
of our Sauiour for our Redemprion: being war- 
ned by an Angell of herdeath, and all the Apo- 
ſtles miraculouſly preſent, ſhe yeelded her ſoule, 
with ynſpekeable comfort and quietnes, amongſt 
fo holy a company, and with heauenly melody 
of Angells, into her ſonnes owne boſome, who 
moſt louingly had inuited her, and moſt ioitully 
receiued her into his heauenly Tabernacle un re- 
compence of the harbour recciued by her. 


Her body hauing bene with great folemni 
and many facred hymnes, both of the holy Apo- 
ſtles, and alſo of Angells committed vnto the ſe- 
puicher, the Angells cotinued alſo for the ſpace 
of three daies in the ſame place with their heauen- 
ly melody, 

The third day her facred body with farre orea- 
ter ſolemnity & ioyesof Angels, betng again reſto- 
red, vnto the gloriouſe Soule, was in the boſome 
of ler deare Sonne, whom ſhe had {o ofte enter- 
tained in her bleſſed lappe, atlumpred vp into hea- 
uen being more reuerent and holy, tzea heanen 
it ſells, hauing contained that which heauencould 
not Cortaine, 

She was exalted to fuch dignity, as ſte had 
bene before the becinning of the worid choſen vn+ 
t5: thatis, ro hee Queene of Anneils, and of 
all Saintzs; and of ali the world, an eipeciah aduo- 
cate yato hor Sonne for all mortal creatures. Other 
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Saintes are in deede made by God Kinges ouer 
the worlde, as the ſcripture teacheth ys: but al- Apoc.s, 
though they haue a ſubordination of degrees cf 
olory in thoſe dinerſe manſions; yet are they not 
Unges one ouer another, but partners & fellowes 10-14 
of ſo great a felicity. This isthe priuiledge of our 
B.LaD y, that {he only is exalted aboueall An- 
gellsand Saintes, being made ſo much the more 
better then they all, by how much the-more perfit 
a name ſhe hath receined, then they. For vato Heb.r 
whom at any time of his Angells or Saintes hath Ber.ier 2. de 
he ſaid, thou arte my Mother? and hauing this ve- adu.Do. 
ry conuenient priuiledge vnto her wholle life, and Cant. 4. & 
former dignities,that as we receined CH R15T by 7. 
her, ſo by her, Ca K15T doth at our death efpe- 
cially receiue vs. Finally by her asthe Necke of the 
Church from C 1 K 1 s T her ſonne,the head ther- 
ot, we recciueall maner of ſpirituall and heauen- 
Iy good, I will therfore conclude with the faying Hg.2 ſuper 
of S.BERNARD wonderfully difcourling ofthis witluset. 
Vuginsname Ma xr: which ſignifieth ftarre of 
the Sea. O thou whoſocuer dueſt perceine thy 
ſelfe in the fluxe of this world rather to be toſſed in 
the middeſt of ſtormes & tempeſtes, than to walke 
ypon the earth: turne not away thy cies from tne 
brightnes of this ſtarre, if thou wilt not be ouner- 
whelmed with ftormes: if windes of tentations 
doe ariſe, if thou dock incurre the rockes of tribu- 
htions, looke ypon the ſtarre call yponMaRy. 
If thou beeſt to(led with the waters of Pride, An1- 
bition, DetraQtion , Emulation: locke vpon the 
ftarre , call vpon MaRr. If Sloath , Anger, or 
Couctouſaes, or alurement of the fleſh doe ſhake 
B 4 tho 
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the ſhip ofthy mind: looke ypon M a x r. TIfthou 
beeit troubled w the enormity of crimes, confoun-

ly Rofary. 

The tirft Founder and beginner 
therof was the glorioulc Light of 
Goas Church S.DomIiniICKs 
who about 400. yeercs 2g0e not 
being contemed to have inftituted 
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anobleorder of religiouſe perions, 

as well Freers as Nunnes, which in 
their ſcucrall houſes and with moſt 
perfecte rules feruing Almightie 
God, haue ſpread their Zeale and 
deuotion, ouer all the world: did 
alſo extend his charitable care and 
prouidence cuen toall forts of pco- 
ple, 4nd with his ſinguler wiſdome 
and inflamed loue of foules, by the 
inſpiration no doubt of the holy- 
ohoſt, and ſpecial] reuelation ofthe 
ſame glorioule Virgin, knitte toge- 
ther in one band ofa mutuall So- 
cicty, allkinde of deuoutc Chritti- 
ans. 

For this deuout Saint, confide- 
ring with Saint Pa v L tharhe vas 
debtour to the ſimple a{-well as vn- 
to the wiſe, and waying with him- 
ſclfethat there were many {cculer 
perſons, whomeeitherwantof will
